Although  wise  men  may  differ  as  to  the  theoretical 
date  of  the  coming  of  a  new  century,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  practically  we  are  now  standing  on  its 
threshold.  The  eighteen  hundreds  have  passed  away 
with  their  successes  and  failures.  To-day  we  must  lay 
anew  the  foundation  for  what  we  trust  may  prove  an 
ever  growing  and  improving  work  through  the  century 
to  come — of  a  work  which  shall  endure,  for  the  relief 
of  suffering,  long  after  those  of  us  who  are  now  plan- 
ing it  shall  have  passed  away.  We  must  ask  you  all 
for  an  earnest  and  serious  consideration  of  the  stern 
fact  which  confronts  us — that  the  very  great  increase  of 
patients  at  the  Babies'  Wards  during  the  past  year  has 
brought  about  new  conditions,  which  render  absolutely 
necessary  a  considerably  larger  income  for  the  coming 
and  for  future  years.  In  the  course  of  the  year  ending 
October  1st,  1899,  10J5  children  have  been  treated  in 
our  Wards,  an  increase  of  about  200  over  the  largest 
number  of  any  previous  year,  while  nearly  2000  more 
days  of  hospital  care  were  given  than  ever  before. 

This  increase  has  come  partly  from  the  fact  that,

after  sixteen  years'  concientious  work  among  the  sick 
children  of  the  great  east  side  tenement  house  district, 
we  have  at  length  succeeded  in  winning  the  confidence 
of  a  large  number  of  the  mothers,  and  overcoming  to 
some  extent  their  great  reluctance  to  trust  their  babies 
to  the  care  of  any  hospital  however  good.  This  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  many  of  our  patients  during  the 
year  came  from  families  where  another  child  had  been 
previously  treated  in  the  Wards.  Also  that  again  and 
again  a  poor  woman  has  brought  her  child,  saying: 
' '  The  lady  on  the  floor  above  says  you  took  terrible 
good  care  of  her  baby."  Many  a  mother  has  expressed 
her  gratitude  for  our  efforts,  even  when,  in  some  cases, 
we  could  not  save  her  little  one. 

Our  visitor  called  not  long  ago  at  the  home  of  one  of 
our  patients,  Sadie  W. ,  and  found  the  mother  in  tears, 
discouraged  over  the  prolonged  illness  of  her  child  at 
the  Wards.  She  sobbed  "next  door  they  have  a  little 
girl  that  was  sick  just  like  my  Sadie.  They  be  sick 
together.  Her  people  said  if  she  would  get  well  they 
give  her  a  party;  now  she  be  well  and  I  afraid  I  never 
see  my  Sadie  any  more."  Sadie's  case  was  too  des- 
perate to  be  cured,  even  by  the  prospect  of  a  party. 
For  more  than  a  month  the  doctors  battled  with  a  com- 
plication of  pneumonia,  meningitis  and  gastritis,  but 
she  recovered  at  last,  and  when  our  visitor  again  went 
to  their  home  the  mother  could  not  be  grateful  enough 
to  the  Babies'  Wards. 

We  still  have  a  constant  struggle  to  induce  parents  to 
bring  children  for  treatment  as  soon  as  they  are  taken 
ill.  We  believe  that  scores  of  young  lives  are  sacrificed 
each  year  to  the  ignorance  or  prejudice  of  those  poor 
women  who,  unable  to  care  properly  for  their  babies, 


are  still  unwilling  to  take  them  to  a  Hospital,  until  as 
a  visitor  remarked,  "  it  would  be  more  appropriate  to 
ask  a  doctor  for  a  death  certificate  than  to  expect  a 
cure. "  The  record  shows  too  many  cases  like  the  fol- 
lowing: "  Helen,  pneumonia,  admitted  April  24th,  sick 
since  February."  "Victor,  ten  months,  sick  ever  since 
he  was  born. "  Willie,  fell  down  stairs  three  months 
ago,  never  been  himself  since,  cries  most  of  the  time." 
To  expect  us  to  make  such  little  ones  strong  and  hearty 
by  drugs  or  hospital  treatment  would  be,  as  an  English 
physician  has  put  it,  ' '  to  suppose  that  a  canary  bird 
could  be  changed  into  an  elephant  by  medication." 
And  again,  in  spite  of  all  that  has  been  written  on  the 
subject,  we  even  yet  receive  an  occasional  complaint  that 
some  baby  "has  been  discharged  from  the  Wards  before 
it  was  completely  cured."  We  can  hardly  expect  to 
explain  the  reasons  to  the  great  body  of  tenement 
house  mothers  at  large.  We  feel,  however,  that  those 
women  of  sufficient  experience  and  intelligence  to  be 
valuable  workers  among  the  poor,  should  understand 
that  it  is  the  unanimous  testimony  of  experts  on  child- 
ren's diseases,  all  over  the  world,  that  Babies'  Hospitals 
should  be  kept  strictly  for  the  cure  of  disease,  not  for 
that  building  up  of  constitution  necessary  to  restore  a 
fairly  well  child  from  a  good  convalescence  to  robust 
health.  This  is  better  accomplished  in  the  home,  how- 
ever humble,  away  from  all  dangers  of  the  Hospitalism 
which  is  liable  to  attend  the  prolonged  stay  of  a  baby 
in  any  hospital  however  excellent.  If  we  could  hang 
in  every  tenement  the  motto,  "Take  your  baby  to  a 
good  Hospital  as  soon  as  it  is  getting  sick,  and  bring  it 
away  as  soon  as  it  is  getting  well, "  we  believe  infant 
mortality  could  be  greatly  lessened. 
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Let  us  try  to  realize  the  amount  of  hard  work  needed 
for  the  proper  care  of  1,000  patients.  The  great  ma- 
jority of  these  were  really  severe  cases  as  will  be  shown 
by  the  following  instances,  not  exceptional,  but  fairly 
typical  of  this  great  regiment  which  has  passed  through 
our  doors :  On  November  4th,  Harry  R. ,  was  brought 
in,  had  had  "dreadful"  pains  in  his  head  for  two  weeks, 
has  been  so  apathetic  he  could  hardly  open  his  eyes, 
high  fever,  a  clear  case  of  typhoid.  The  frequent  fever 
baths,  when  the  temperature  of  the  water  must  be  slowly 
reduced  by  the  addition  of  ice,  and  when  long  rubbings 
must  follow — the  hourly  taking  of  temperature,  that 
with  the  least  rise  or  fall  new  remedies  might  be  tried, 
the  constant  disinfection  of  every  article  used,  and  the 
almost  momentary  watching  to  guard  against  the  change 
which  might  prove  fatal,  demanded  the  entire  time  of 
one  nurse,  beside  the  closest  medical  attention.  Even 
with  that  it  seemed  as  if  poor  Harry  stood  little  chance  for 
recovery,  yet  in  three  weeks  the  fever  was  broken,  and  he 
began  to  look  so  bright  and  smiling  that  he  could  hardly 
be  recognized,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fourth,  a  happy 
little  fellow  though  still  with  the  languor  of  convales- 
cence, was  sitting  up  in  a  tiny  rocking  chair,  warming  his 
toes  before  the  open  fire  of  the  ' '  Jamie  "  Ward.  Some 
time  ago  little  two  year  old  Ruth  was  brought  in  scream- 
ing in  agony.  Soft,  fair  curling  hair  and  great  dark 
eyes,  pathetic  in  their  suffering,  were  all  that  could  be 
seen  amidst  the  cloths  in  which  she  had  been  hastily 
wrapped.  But  a  few  moments  before  she  had  pulled 
over  a  pot  of  almost  boiling  grease,  burning  both  sides 
of  her  face,  both  arms  and  the  whole  shoulder  fright- 
fully. Had  she  not  been  brought  at  once  the  con- 
sequence  of  these   burns   would    undoubtedly  have 
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proved  fatal,  as  with  two  other  babies  admitted  in  a 
fearful  condition  about  the  same  time.  The  most  tender 
and  skillful  manipulation  of  surgical  dressings,  and 
almost  incessant  care  was  needed  for  a  fortnight  or 
more.  Then  she  was  allowed  to  sit  up  for  the  Ward 
supper,  the  great  event  of  the  day,  as  there  is  always 
the  hope  (not,  alas,  always  realized),  that  some  good 
friend  may  have  sent  in  jelly  or  even  sponge  cake.  A 
few  days  later  the  baby  face  emerged  from  the  band- 
ages hardly  disfigured,  and  wreathed  with  the  sweetest 
of  smiles. 

A  very  interesting  case  was  that  of  Frank  M.,  an  18 
months'  old  baby,  whose  mother  was  in  the  Lunatic 
Asylum,  though  not,  it  was  trusted,  hopelessly  insane. 
The  child  had  cataracts  on  both  eyes  and  was  almost 
totally  blind.  A  little  blind  baby  with  no  mother  near 
to  love  him,  and  be  eyes  for  him,  never  having  learned 
to  walk  or  help  himself  in  any  way,  cold  and  hungry 
at  times,  his  life  was  pitiful  indeed.  As  he  was  so  young 
a  very  simple  operation  had  to  be  performed,  and  re- 
peated several  times,  in  order  to  remove  the  cataract 
without  injuring  the  baby.  After  sight  had  been  re- 
stored it  took  him  some  time  to  learn  to  use  his  eyes. 
It  was  most  touching  to  watch  his  baby  efforts  to  un- 
derstand what  it  all  meant,  and  that  it  was  no  longer 
black  darkness  around  him,  but  brightness  and  warmth 
and  love.  He  grew  so  happy  in  his  newly  acquired 
vision,  and  under  the  really  tender  care  of  doctors  and 
nurses,  that  he  would  clap  his  hands  in  the  mere  delight 
of  living.  He  began  to  walk,  at  first  with  faltering 
steps.  After  a  few  weeks  at  the  Country  Home  at  Sea 
Cliff,  his  health  was  completely  restored,  and  he  was 
sent  home  ready  to  play  with  the  other  two  children 
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who  were  waiting  to  welcome,  not  the  sad,  unhappy 
baby  who  had  left  them,  but  a  bright,  laughing,  really 
jolly  little  fellow.  Carry  M.  was  an  instance  of  what 
satisfactory  work  can  be  done  in  the  Wards,  even  dur- 
ing our  tropical  summer  heats,  and  how  valuable  an 
adjunct  our  Roof  Garden  has  proved.  Carry  was 
brought  from  an  "up  country  "  town  that,  as  all  efforts 
for  her  relief  by  the  doctor  of  the  place  had  failed,  she 
might  receive  treatment  from  a  most  skillful  surgeon. 
Her  father  earned  $8.  oo  a  week  and  had  a  family  of 
five  children  to  support.  She  had  been  sick  for  a  year 
with  hip  joint  disease,  which  had  attacked  first  one  hip 
then  the  other.  Both  legs  had  been  put  in  plaster,  with 
an  extension,  but  nothing  had  been  done  to  reach  the 
cause  of  the  trouble  in  the  diseased  joints.  She  was  so 
thin,  pallid  and  feeble,  that  it  seemed  impossible  she 
could  live  through  the  summer  in  a  city  hospital,  yet 
without  help  she  would  die  shortly  at  her  home,  as  her 
whole  system  had  been  poisoned  by  the  disease  in  the 
bone.  Through  the  liberality  of  one  who  has  been 
much  interested  in  our  Babies,  and  by  the  inventive 
genius  of  our  Head  Nurse,  most  fertile  in  resources  for 
the  alleviation  of  suffering,  aided  by  the  advice  of  our 
surgeons,  a  special  spinal  carriage  has  been  designed 
and  built  for  such  cases.  It  has  every  provision  for  the 
appliances  for  extension,  etc.,  needed,  and  yet,  mounted 
on  bicycle  wheels,  can  be  wheeled  from  the  ward  onto 
an  elevator  and  thus  to  the  Roof  Garden  without  dis- 
turbing a  patient  in  the  least.  Carry  spent  all  her  time 
extended  in  this  carriage  and  was  kept  in  the  Roof 
Garden  not  only  all  day,  but  often  through  the  mild 
evenings  as  well,  getting  river  breezes  and  all  the  fresh 
air  possible.     Every  variety  of  food  and  tonic  for 
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' '  building  up  "  was  tried.  By  means  of  several  opera- 
tions, as  she  gained  strength  to  stand  them,  the  tuber- 
culous tissue  was  removed,  and  in  October  those  who 
had  not  seen  her  since  Spring  could  hardly  believe  her 
the  same  child.  Braces  were  fitted  to  her,  and  a  pair 
of  crutches  was  made  for  her  tiny  figure,  with  which 
she  soon  learned  to  go  about  most  comfortably.  Though 
of  course  months  will  be  needed  to  make  her  thoroughly 
strong  again,  yet  she  returned  to  her  home  no  longer  a 
bed-ridden  and  apparently  dying  cripple,  but  a  bright 
and  fairly  active  child. 

It  is  a  stern  fact  in  physics  that  waves  of  sound,  once 
started,  spread  throughout  space  in  endless  vibrations. 
So  the  idle,  thoughtless  or  cruel  word  goes  on  its  mis- 
sion of  harm,  and  we  hardly  realize  the  evil  it  may  do. 
A  few  hasty  letters  to  the  press,  written  evidently  in 
total  ignorance  of  the  work  being  done  at  the  Babies' 
Wards,  but  referring  to  them  with  a  sneer  as  a  place 
"where,  tmder  the  guise  of  charity,  babies  are  used  for 
teaching  doctors,"  may  do  great  harm  by  causing  some 
busy  man,  who  has  no  time  for  investigation,  to  with- 
hold his  much  needed  aid.  To  those  who  are  familiar 
with  the  devoted,  self-sacrificing,  conscientious  care,  on 
the  part  of  both  volunteers  and  officials,  bestowed  on 
the  little  creatures  brought  to  these  Wards,  often  in  a 
condition  which  beggars  description,  such  a  criticism 
seems  as  uncalled  for  as  cruel.  Surely  in  these  enlight- 
ened days  no  intelligent  person  can  be  found  who  will 
really  object  to  a  charity  which  is  confessedly  being 
carried  on  in  a  wise,  honest  and  economical  manner, 
for  the  best  good  of  the  most  helpless  class  of  the  com- 
munity— sick  and  destitute  babies — because  it  endeavors 
to  add  to  its  philanthropic  work  an  educational  one. 


To  most  of  us  it  is  a  great  stimulus  as  well  as  a  cause 
for  thankfulness,  to  know  that  the  Babies'  Wards 
have  not  only  .helped  to  succor  the  sick  of  our  own 
great  city,  but  through  the  constant  and  welcome 
presence  of  physicians  from  all  over  the  country,  com- 
ing there  to  study  our  failures  as  well  as  successes,  have 
helped  to  lessen  the  great  mass  of  infant  suffering,  far 
and  wide.  To  object  to  any  really  good  charity  because 
it  not  only  strives  to  alleviate  misery,  but  also  to  teach 
people  Iiow  to  prevent  its  recurrence,  seems  to  us  a  relic 
of  those  dark  ages  when  beggary  was  encouraged,  in 
order  that  a  few  favored  individuals  might  become 
Saints  through  the  bestowal  of  alms. 

The  suggestion  by  the  same  critics  that  the  sick 
babies  of  the  poor  should  be  given  over  entirely  to  the 
care  of  the  city,  so  that  no  appeal  for  private  charity 
need  be  made,  shows  a  deplorable  ignorance  of  the 
capacities  and  management  of  the  city  institutions.  A 
short  time  ago  there  were  in  the  Randall's  Island  Infant 
Asylum  186  children.  To  care  for  these  there  were  107 
nurses  and  mothers,  aside  from  a  large  number  of 
servants.  If  the  city  were  to  undertake  in  addition  the 
care  of  such  children  as  are  treated  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  and  the  Lexington  Avenue  Babies'  Hospital,  it 
would  require  the  immediate  expenditure  of  $300,000 
for  buildings,  and  an  additional  annual  expenditure  of 
at  least  $50,000,  at  the  present  rate  of  daily  cost  of 
children  in  the  Infant  Asylum,  which,  according  to  all 
available  statistics,  is  considerably  larger  than  in  the 
Babies'  Wards.  More  than  this,  many  of  the  babies 
now  cared  for  in  our  Wards  are  either  emergency  cases, 
or  with  such  acute  illnesses  that  the  only  chance  of  cure 
lies  in  immediate  and  most  skillful  medical  or  surgical 
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treatment.  If  such  cases  were  subjected  to  the  long 
hours'  or  even  days'  delay,  and  the  exposure  attendant 
on  getting  a  child  to  Randall's  Island,  most  of  them 
would  be  either  dead  or  beyond  a  chance  of  recovery 
before  arriving  there. 

Now  providing  the  means  to  properly  care  for  over 
1,000  little  patients  coming  to  us  from  homes  of  extreme 
poverty  each  year,  lays  upon  us  a  great  burden  of  re- 
sponsibility. We  simply  cannot  refuse  to  receive  these 
poor  creatures,  we  cannot  let  them  die  in  misery,  occa- 
sionally, alas,  even  neglected  by  thoughtless  or  cruel 
parents,  when  we  might  save  their  lives  or  at  least 
alleviate  their  agonies.  There  is  arsolutely  no  other 
Babies'  Hospital  below  54th  Street  for  the  needs  of  the 
great  tenement  house  district.  The  city  has  no  room 
for  them.  Many  of  these  baby  sufferers  are,  through 
no  fault  of  their  own,  brought  into  the  world  diseased, 
or  deformed  in  such  a  way,  as  if  not  relieved  in  early 
infancy  will  entail  upon  them  years,  nay  a  life  of  pain 
and  helplessness.  Surely  they  have  a  rightful  claim 
upon  us  all  for  help.  Their  needs  seem  countless  for, 
in  addition  to  the  most  skillful  medical  care  and  the  best 
trained  nursing,  we  must  provide  free  medical  and  sur- 
gical supplies,  every  tried  appliance  for  the  relief  of 
suffering,  nay  even  every  article  of  clothing  needed 
each  year  for  a  regiment.  Then  too  in  order  to  study 
their  home  surroundings,  to  instruct  ignorant  mothers, 
to  follow  up  the  progress  of  a  delicate  child  after  leaving 
the  Wards,  we  must  employ  the  constant  services  of  a 
trained  charitable  visitor  who  last  year  made  1,44s  vtstis, 
an  increase  of  768  over  the  previous  year.  Then  our 
nursing  force  must  be  increased  to  meet  the  increased 
duties  of  our  enlarged  work. 
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With  the  very  strictest  economy  consistent  with  good 
results  we  shall  require  for  the  expenses  of  the  Babies' 
Wards  during  the  coming  year  from  $15,000  to  $16,000, 
$2,000  more  than  expended  for  the  past  season.  The 
city  made  us  last  year  the  small  allowance  of  $3, 309. 48 
toward  the  board  of  such  absolutely  pauper  children  as 
had  lived  in  New  York  at  least  twelve  months  previous 
to  admission.  This  sum  is  scarcely  more  than  one-fifth 
of  the  total  amount  to  be  raised.  The  Babies'  Wards 
receive  no  money  whatever  through  collectors,  and  for 
several  years,  following  the  advice  of  the  Charity  Organ- 
ization, have  given  no  entertainments.  We  must  there- 
fore raise  the  sum  of  over  $12,000  through  our  personal 
efforts,  and  we  beg  our  friends  and  the  generous  public 
to  remember  that  we  appeal  directly  to  them  for  this 
sum,  and  that  every  dollar  given  will  go  directly  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  Wards. 

We  ask  you  most  earnestly  first  for  the  support  of 
ten  additional  beds  by  gifts  of  $200  annually.  This 
sum  allows  the  giver  the  privilege  of  naming  and  in- 
scribing the  bed,  and  with  the  aid  of  the  City  allowance 
and  our  nursing  fund,  provides  for  the  support  of  those 
applicants  who  need  its  shelter  so  sorely.  We  believe 
that  those  who  know  our  work  best  will  agree  in  saying 
there  are  few  ways  in  which  $200  could  do  as  much 
good,  as  in  thus  each  year  furnishing  the  means  of 
caring  for  seventeen  baby  patients.  There  is  no  ques- 
tion but  that  in  so  doing  you  not  only  save  many  young 
lives,  which  except  for  your  liberality  would  have  been 
lost,  but  also  alleviate  an  almost  incalculable  amount  of 
suffering.  Surely  the  thought  that  your  crib  had  been 
the  instrument  of  giving  sight  to  one  poor  little  blind 
baby  would  alone  repay  you  for  any  sacrifice  you  might 


have  made  to  keep  it  up.  A  crib  has  been  supported  for 
years  in  the  Babies'  Wards  ' '  In  memory  of  one  who 
loved  little  children. "  We  believe  that  the  blessings  of 
the  baby  sufferers  whom  it  has  relieved,  have  risen  to 
the  skies  a  cloud  of  holy  incense,  which  has  rejoiced  the 
angelic  vision  of  her  who  left  behind  a  memory  which 
shall  never  fail. 

But  not  only  for  "Memorial  Cribs"  do  we  appeal. 
May  we  not  all  take  to  our  hearts  the  example  of  a 
young  girl,  who  at  the  age  when  mere  pleasure  tempts 
us  most,  undertook  the  yearly  support  of  two  beds  with 
their  touching  inscriptions.  Soft  and  sweetly  indeed  has 
rested  many  a  weary  little  one  rocked  to  an  unaccus- 
tomed peace  in  the  swinging  basinettes.  And  even  yet 
the  two  cribs  are  maintained  carrying  on  their  mission 
of  help  and  comfort.  Many  of  you  are  not  able  to  add 
the  support  of  a  bed  to  your  benefactions.  Will  you 
not  make  an  earnest  effort,  with  the  self-sacrifice  that 
such  effort  always  demands,  to  bring  the  growth  of  our 
work  and  its  consequent  added  needs  to  the  attention 
of  those  of  your  friends  who  might  be  able  and  willing 
to  aid,  but  are  still  ignorant  of  its  scope  ?  Ask  them  to 
visit  our  Wards,  and  then  if  we  remember  that  it  is  for 
baby  lives  we  plead,  surely  that  thought  will  inspire  our 
words. 

Second.  —  We  most  earnestly  appeal  for  an  increased 
number  of  annual  subscriptions  and  donations,  and  also 
for  the  renewal  of  all  gifts  of  the  past  year.  Fifty  dol- 
lars would  provide  for  a  crib  during  the  three  summer 
months  when  infant  sickness  and  mortality  are  at  their 
highest,  and  there  is  no  other  Babies'  Hospital  open  in 
all  its  departments  in  the  city.  Certainly  each  one  of 
us  might  secure  five  annual  subscriptions  of  $10,  which 
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year  after  year  could  be  devoted  thus  to  the  support  of 
summer  cribs,  while  even  the  smallest  gift  would  help 
to  provide  the  "daily  bread"  on  which  existence  de- 
pends. Then  also,  gifts  of  clothing  (of  which  thousands 
of  articles  are  used  each  year),  are  always  urgently 
needed,  while  toys,  fresh  fruit  and  home  made  jelly  will  be 
received  with  the  greatest  delight  by  our  convalescents. 

Words  are  feeble  to  express  the  thanks  due  to  our 
Attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons  who  have  given 
freely  such  devoted  and  skillful  service  to  the  Wards. 
Emergency  cases  involve  (especially  for  the  Surgeons), 
extra  visits,  often  meaning  hours  spent  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  over  an  operation  when  to  wait  till  morning 
means  certain  death  for  the  child.  The  severity  of 
many  of  our  cases  is  such  that  the  conscientious 
house  doctors  have  given  not  only  an  all  day  service  but 
frequently  half  the  night  as  well.  Our  faithful  Head 
Nurse,  with  all  her  Assistants,  merits  our  warm  grati- 
tude. Special  thanks  are  due  to  the  Country  Home  for 
Convalescent  Babies  at  Sea  Cliff,  which  during  the  past 
Summer  received  forty-five  of  our  children,  giving 
them  the  pure  air  and  out-of-door  life  which  they  so 
urgently  needed,  also  to  Mrs.  V.  G.  Hall  and  Mrs. 
Stanley  Mortimer  whose  large  Sewing  Class  provided 
the  Wards  last  season  with  over  2,000  garments.  We 
are  most  grateful  to  all  those  who,  by  Supported  Beds 
and  other  gifts,  have  really  maintained  the  Wards.  To 
the  Sunbeam  League,  a  report  of  whose  important  work 
will  be  found  elsewhere  ;  to  Miss  Ellen  King,  for  her 
special  gifts  for  treats  for  children  and  nurses  ;  and  to 
the  various  Needle  Work  Guilds,  Sewing  Classes,  Sun- 
day Schools,  Societies  and  individuals  for  most  welcome 
contributions  of  clothing,  toys,  fruit,  jellies,  etc. 
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And  now,  in  closing,  realizing  our  great  weight  of 
increased  responsibility,  one  might  pray  more  than  ever 
before  that  one's  lips  could  be  touched  with  a  coal  of 
living  fire,  that  one  might  arouse  again  the  enthusiasm 
of  a  few  years  ago  which,  in  a  short  twelvemonth,  car- 
ried the  Babies'  Wards  from  an  old  dwelling-house, 
lacking  even  many  comforts,  to  our  beautifully  equipped 
modern  Hospital.  It  is  with  you  who  read  these 
lines  that  must  rest,  to  a  great  extent,  the  support 
of  our  work.  In  His  name,  whose  tenderness  for  little 
children  should  be  our  inspiration,  let  us  implore  you 
not  to  neglect  the  claims  of  these  patient  baby  suf- 
ferers. 

"Patient  children  !  think  what  pain 
Makes  a  young  child  patient;  ponder, 
Wronged  too  commonly  to  strain 
After  right,  to  wish,  to  wonder. 

"  Oh,  my  sisters  !  children  small, 
Blue-eyed,  wailing  through  the  city, 
Our  own  babes  cry  in  them  all, 
Let  us  take  them  into  pity."

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  for  the  Babies'  Wards  of  the 
Post-Graduate  Hospital  have  heard  with  deep  sorrow 
the  sad  news  of  the  death  of  their  valued  co-worker, 
Mrs.  Edward  P.  Dickie.

She  was  one  of 
the  original  subscribers  to  the  "Century  Fund,"  and 
for  the  past  ten  years  ever}'  appeal  made  for  any  special 
need  of  the  Wards  has  met  with  an  instant  and  most 
liberal  response  from  her.  On  one  of  her  last  visits  to 
the  Hospital,  seeing  the  increasing  work  of  our  large 
Surgical  division,  she  promised  to  secure  the  annual 
support  of  an  additional  bed  there.  Best  of  all  she  con- 
tinually carried  in  her  warm  heart  the  cause  of  suffering 
children,  and  many  of  oly  most  valuable  friends  were 
secured  through  her  eloquent  appeals. 

The  mysterious  providence  of  our  Heavenly  Father, 
in  removing  from  a  work  which  so  needed  her  wise 
head  and  tender  heart,  has  inflicted  on  it  a  loss  almost 
irreparable.  We  desire  to  tender  our  deepest  sympathy 
to  her  bereaved  husband. 


REPORT  OF  THE  SURGICAL  WORK  OF 
THE  BABIES'  WARDS. 


The  surgical  service  of  the  Babies'  Wards,  while  it 
offers  much  that  is  important  from  a  scientific  stand- 
point, brings  with  it  man}'  responsibilities  and  duties 
that  do  not  attach  to  an  adult  service.  The  surgery 
done  upon  very  young  children  is  nearly  all  emergency 
work.  There  is  little  or  no  time  for  consideration  or 
study.  The  operation  must  be  planned  often  during 
the  few  minutes  occupied  in  preparing  the  patient  and 
it  must  be  carried  out  without  loss  of  time.  When  the 
babies  are  admitted  to  the  Wards,  they  are,  as  a  rule, 
far  advanced  in  their  disease ;  their  strength  has  been 
taxed  to  the  utmost,  and  their  vitality  is  often  at  so  low 
an  ebb  that  it  becomes  problematical  whether,  if  they 
are  operated  upon,  they  will  not  die  on  the  table  or 
within  a  few  hours  from  the  shock.  The  surgeon  can- 
not consider  this  question ;  if  the  child  is  not  operated 
upon  it  will  die  in  a  short  time  from  the  course  of  the 
disease ;  if  the  operation  is  performed  the  operator  may 
have  to  go  through  the  nervous  strain  of  operating  upon 
a  dying  patient,  but  he  may  also  see  the  operation,  if 
properly  planned  and  quickly  executed,  save  the  baby's 
life  and  start  it  on  the  road  to  a  prompt  convalescence. 
***** 

In  the  short  space  allotted  this  Report,  there  is  only 
room  for  consideration  of  a  few  out  of  the  many  sur- 
gical diseases  that  have  been  treated  during  the  last 
year  at  the  Babies'  Wards,  and  we  give  below  some  in- 
stances selected  from  our  records. 

***** 
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Tumours. — These  always  form  an  interesting  class  of 
cases.  There  were  19  in  all.  Rosie  R.,  14  months  old, 
was  admitted  to  the  Wards  with  a  large  cystic  tumour 
on  the  left  side  of  the  neck,  which  had  been  present 
from  birth,  but  had  been  growing  rapidly  lately.  In- 
terference was  delayed  in  the  hope  that  it  might  be  pos- 
sible to  operate  with  less  risk  when  the  child  was  older. 
It  continued  to  grow  however  and  soon  reached  such 
size  that  it  threatened  to  rupture,  and  the  operation  was 
undertaken,  although  it  was  feared  that  the  baby  would 
not  stand  the  necessarily  long  and  exhausting  operation, 
in  which  the  internal  jugular  was  laid  bare  for  a  consid- 
erable distance.  The  baby  made  an  excellent  recovery 
and  was  discharged  cured. 

***** 

Empyema,  which  in  the  general  use  of  the  word, 
means  a  collection  of  pus  in  the  pleural  cavity,  is  one  of 
the  most  common  of  the  surgical  diseases  we  have  to 
deal  with  in  children.  Out  of  292  surgical  cases  treated 
in  our  Wards  during  the  past  year  there  were  19  cases  of 
empyema,  and  although  this  represents  but  a  small 
proportion  of  the  total  number,  it  stands  sixth  in  point 
of  frequency  out  of  64  distinct  classes  of  disease  and  first 
in  point  of  frequency  among  the  cases  calling  for  im- 
mediate operation.  Of  these  19  cases  5  died,  a  mortality 
rate  of  about  25  per  cent.,  which,  considering  the  con- 
dition of  some  of  them  at  time  of  admission,  was  not 
high.  Some  one  of  the  following  complications  was 
present  in  at  least  half  the  cases,  nephritis,  pneumonia, 
peritonitis,  purulent  otitis  media,  infantile  paralysis  and 
intestinal  troubles.  One  case  was  moribund  when 
admitted  and  died  during  the  operation,  although  every- 
thing was  done  with  all  possible  speed.     Almost  all  of 
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them  gave  a  history  of  two  or  three  weeks'  illness,  with 
cough  and  fever,  and  some  of  them  during  that  time  had 
had  no  professional  treatment.  Our  youngest  case  was 
a  nursing  baby,  6  months  old,  admitted  with  the  mother 
April  4th,  giving  a  history  of  cough  and  fever  for  two 
weeks.  Operated  upon  at  once  and  a  large  quantity  of 
pus  evacuated,  discharged  cured  April  2 2d.  Re-admit- 
ted June  30th,  with  pneumonia,  discharged  cured  July 
12th. 

This  disease,  calling  as  it  does,  for  immediate  surgical 
interference,  needs  not  only  the  skill  of  the  experienced 
surgeon,  but  the  most  careful  nursing  during  the  usually 
long  convalescence  as  well  as  immediately  after  the 
operation.  Whether  this  part  of  the  treatment  is  carried 
out  well  or  not  will  in  many  instances  determine  the 
outcome  of  the  case.  Our  patients  are  put  to  bed 
wrapped  in  blankets,  surrounded  by  carefully  pro- 
tected hot-water  bottles,  and  every  precaution  is  taken 
to  keep  up  the  bodily  strength.  Our  oxygen  generating 
apparatus  is  often  of  very  great  service  in  these  cases, 
furnishing  pure  oxygen  not  only  to  the  Ward,  but  if 
necessary,  directly  to  the  child.  The  value  of  fresh  air 
cannot  be  overestimated.  In  Summer  time  the  cases  are 
sent  to  the  Roof  Garden  daily  during  their  stay  in  the 
Hospital,  where,  with  our  nurses  to  look  after  them 
and  their  medication  and  diet  given  as  regularly  as 
if  they  were  in  the  Ward,  improvement  is  soon  mani- 
fest. Later  on  we  send  those  most  in  need  of  it  to  the 
Country  Home  for  Convalescent  Babies,  at  Sea  Cliff, 
L.  I.,  where  they  can  practically  live  out  of  doors 
and  yet  be  under  the  care  of  doctor  and  nurse.  The 
benefit  of  their  stay  can  best  be  appreciated  by  see- 
ing them  as  they  leave  the  city,  pale  and  emaciated, 
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and  then  returning  with  the  color  of  health  in  their 
cheeks  and  full  of  the  life  and  spirit  of  healthy  children. 
***** 
Bones  and  Joints, — The  cases  treated  in  the  Babies' 
Wards  furnish  examples  of  nearly  every  sort  of  patho- 
logical condition  of  the  bones  and  joints.  Some  of  the 
defects  dated  from  birth — congenital,  but  the  acquired 
were  much  more  numerous,  and  were  due  to  injury 
or  to  disease  following  injury.  The  injuries  ranged 
from  simple  bruises  (usually  treated  in  the  clinic), 
through  cuts  and  sprains  to  fractures  of  the  bones  of 
the  extremities  and  even  to  fracture  of  the  skull.  As 
a  rule  the  injuries  were  accidental  and  from  falls,  but 
more  than  once  have  we  seen  little  ones  black  and  blue 
from  brutal  beating  from  a  drunken  father  or  mother 
because  the  baby  cried.  Several  cases  were  more  in- 
teresting than  usual  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  coming 
to  a  correct  diagnosis.  One  baby,  named  Dewey,  was 
a  funny  little  chap  with  a  very  much  swollen  and  pain- 
ful knee.  There  was  an  indefinite  history  of  a  fall 
several  days  before.  The  joint  was  so  full  of  fluid  that 
the  ends  of  the  bones  near  by  could  not  be  distinctly 
examined.  He  was  put  to  bed,  with  wet  applications 
over  the  knee ;  in  a  few  days  the  swelling  was  gone  and 
a  fracture  just  above  the  joint  was  found — the  leg  was 
put  into  plaster,  and  when  he  went  home  at  the  end  of 
six  weeks,  he  was  in  excellent  condition.  Another  baby, 
seven  months  old,  had  been  dropped  on  to  a  marble 
table.  As  he  cried  continually  and  screamed  when  he 
was  moved,  the  mother  called  in  a  near  by  doctor  who 
gave  her  salve  to  rub  on  the  baby's  leg.  When  the 
child  was  brought  here,  the  fracture  was  recognized 
and  treated,  and  the  baby  stopped  crying  and  became 
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strong-  and  well.  There  were  two  children  brought  in 
for  further  treatment  who  had  received  fractures  that 
had  been  improperly  treated  and  they  presented  them- 
selves with  marked  deformities.  Both  were  cured. 
Akin  to  these  cases  of  deformity  after  fractures  are  the 
cases  of  deformity  without  fractures,  the  knock-knees 
and  bow-legs — these  are  due  to  lack  of  lime  salts,  so 
that  the  bones  are  not  so  hard  as  they  should  be.  We 
had  three  cases  of  knock-knee.  All  three  children  were 
discharged  in  excellent  condition,  with  no  remains  of 
their  original  trouble. 

***** 

Burns. — A  considerable  percentage  of  the  surgical 
cases  are  burns  and  their  sequelae.  Most  of  the  children 
are  between  the  ages  of  one  and  three,  when  they  are 
for  the  first  time  "Automobile,"  with  a  world  of  exper- 
imental knowledge  to  acquire.  The  baby  demands 
much  more  supervision  than  he  can  possibly  have ;  since, 
as  a  rule,  the  mothers  or  guardians  are  of  the  over- 
worked tenement-house  type,  who  have  more  children 
than  can  be  carefully  watched  with  the  work  at  hand. 

Most  of  our  serious  cases  have  been  scalds.  Follow- 
ing are  some  of  the  brief  statements  from  the  histories : 
" Overturned  pot  of  hot  grease  on  himself."  "Shook 
the  leg  of  stove  and  overturned  a  pot  of  boiling  soup." 
"  Fell  into  pot  of  hot  soup."  "Burned  arm  and  neck 
with  hot  tea."  "Played  with  matches  and  lighted  his 
clothes. "  "  Placed  his  hand  on  a  red-hot  stove. "  There 
were  numerous  encounters  with  boiling  water.  One 
mother  within  a  year  brought  in  two  children  suffering 
from  similar  scalds. 

The  chief  symptom  to  combat  in  the  slighter  and  less 
extensive  burns  has  been  the  pain.    In  the  more  exten- 
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sive  or  deeper  burns,  there  has  always  been  a  marked 
condition  of  shock,  with  a  temperature  somewhat  ele- 
vated, or  sometimes  subnormal,  pulse  rapid  or  slow,  but 
thready  and  feeble,  and  general  apathy.  In  several 
cases  skin  grafting  was  necessary. 

***** 
1 1  arc-lip. — These  cases  always  interest  the  Surgeon 
who  has  had  much  experience  in  plastic  work,  because 
they  offer  such  a  variety  of  problems.  Our  custom  is 
not  to  operate  upon  new-born  babies,  but  to  wait  if 
possible  until  the  child  is  ten  or  twelve  weeks  old.  The 
younger  the  baby  the  less  it  resists  shock  and  loss  of 
blood.  During  the  year  we  have  had  eighteen  cases. 
One  had  broncho-pneumonia  following  the  operation, 
a  complication  often  resulting  from  operation  about  the 
mouth.  It  made  a  good  recovery.  This  was  the  only 
complication  that  followed  any  of  the  cases.  The  ages 
of  the  patients  ranged  from  seven  weeks  to  fourteen 
months.  One  child  had  had  hare-lip  and  some  one  had 
attempted  to  correct  it.  A  most  marvellous  deformity 
resulted.  Not  only  was  there  still  a  wide  cleft  in  the 
lip,  but  two  scars,  one  on  each  side  of  the  nose,  ran 
across  the  cheek.  Both  of  these  scars  were  an  eighth  of 
an  inch  wide  and  two  inches  long  ;  the  remaining  por- 
tions of  the  lip  were  so  small  that  it  was  practically 
necessary  to  build  a  complete  new  lip.  For  this  purpose 
two  operations,  with  an  interval  of  six  months  between, 
were  required.  One  case  of  compound  complicated 
hare- lip  and  cleft  palate  had  been  operated  upon  at 
another  Hospital  for  the  closure  of  the  lip  defect. 
Everything  except  the  vermilion  border,  however,  had 
separated  when  the  child  was  admitted  to  the  Wards. 
The  lip  was  operated  upon  this  time  with  complete 
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success.  One  of  the  patients  a  month  after  being  dis- 
charged with  the  lip  perfectly  healed,  was  brought  back 
to  the  Hospital  with  gastro-enteritis  following  a  burn 
of  the  right  side  and  died  twenty  minutes  after  admis- 
sion. The  high  death  rate  of  the  Babies'  Wards  in  com- 
parison with  the  usual  rate  in  adult  hospitals  sometimes 
gives  rise  to  comment.  This  case  offers  a  very  strong 
explanation.  No  patient  is  refused  admission,  no  mat- 
ter how  hopeless,  and  many  of  the  children  are  known 
to  be  dying  when  they  come  under  our  care.  They  will 
surely  die  if  left  at  home ;  perhaps,  with  skilful  nursing, 
proper  feeding,  perfect  sanitary  environment  and  con- 
stant medical  and  surgical  attention,  one  may  be  saved. 
That  is  the  policy  that  has  always  animated  the  man- 
agers of  the  Babies'  Wards,  and  as  long  as  that  policy 
continues,  the  death  rate  will  be  high. 

***** 

We  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  our 
thanks  to  the  ladies  of  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee. Our  relations  have  always  been  so  uniformly 
pleasant  that  it  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to  work  with 
them,  and  the  readiness  with  which  they  have  invariably 
responded  to  suggestions,  even  when  considerable  ex- 
pense was  involved,  has,  we  feel,  had  much  to  do  with 
the  success  of  these  Wards.  This  must  be  acknowledged 
by  those  who  alone  are  fully  able  to  appreciate  all  the 
ladies  have  done  and  are  doing  to  further  the  work  of 
the  "  Babies'  Wards."

Muslin  Drawers,  all  for  children  from  one  to  five 
years  old.    Night-Gowns,  muslin  or  flannel. 

Flannel  Shirts  for  children  from  ten  months  to  five 
years  old.  These  must  have  high  necks  and  long 
sleeves.  Shoes,  Stockings,  Crocheted  Bed  Slip- 
pers, pink  or  blue.  Handkerchiefs. 

Warm  Cloaks  for  babies,  and  Outside  Jackets  and 
Hats  for  children  for  Roof  Garden.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUNBEAM  LEAGUE. 


While  the  work  of  the  Sunbeam  League  is  not 
marked  by  many  changes  of  importance  since  the 
report  of  last  year,  the  Kindergarten  work  has  been 
greatly  increased,  with  most  satisfactory  results,  both  as 
a  benefit  to  the  children  as  well  as  a  substitute  for  the 
daily  visiting  of  members.  The  League  has  provided 
a  regular  Kindergartner  who  works  in  the  Wards  twice 
a  week,  and  during  the  remaining  three  days  her  place 
is  filled  in  the  winter  months  by  Kindergarten  students 
who  have  kindly  volunteered  their  services. 

The  Visiting  Committee  has  continued  its  visits  on 
Fridays,  "  Hospital  Days,"  two  of  the  members  remain- 
ing at  the  Wards  to  assist  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Com- 
mittee in  receiving  those  who  call  upon  the  children. 

The  House  Committee  has  kept  the  Wards  supplied 
with  small  articles  of  furniture  and  table  crockery,  in 
addition  to  which  it  has  also  furnished  many  delicacies 
in  the  way  of  fruits,  jellies,  etc. 

The  Toy  Committee  has  continued  its  work  of  supply- 
ing the  Wards  with  toys  and  replacing  broken  ones,  and 
at  Christmas,  through  its  members,  the  greater  part  of 
the  toys  for  the  tree  were  furnished. 

The  Entertainment  Committee  took  charge  of  the 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  dinners,  which  were  pro- 
vided for  as  usual  by  members  of  the  League.  The 
Wards  were  also  decorated  with  evergreens  and  wreaths 
of  holly.  A  Christmas  tree  was  trimmed  and  toys  and 
stockings  given  to  each  child. 

The  League  supported  two  beds  as  usual,  and  sup- 
plied over  300  garments  during  the  year  to  the  Wards, 
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a  large  number  of  which  were  made  by  the  League 
Lenten  Sewing  Circle. 

A  Regina  music  box  was  procured,  which  has  afforded 
both  pleasure  and  diversion  to  the  children,  and  it 
has  proven  to  be  of  valuable  aid  to  the  nurses  in  the 
long  summer  months,  frequently  filling  the  place  of 
rocking  and  song  to  the  fretful  babies. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  League,  it  was  voted  to  raise 
funds  for  the  extra  current  expenses  by  individual 
effort,  instead  of  holding  a  fair  as  was  done  last  year. 
The  result  has  been  most  gratifying,  and  will  enable 
the  League  to  carry  out  its  proposed  Lenten  work,  and 
meet  such  incidental  expenses  as  may  occur.
